Fourteen stations in Georgia re- 
ported one inch or more of precipita- 
tion in the bulletins received by the 
local weather bureau Wednesday 
morning, and up to 4 o'clock Wednes- 
day afternoon the precipitation here 
had reached 1.68 inches since the rain 
started Tuesday night. Atlanta will 
receive probably an inch and a half 
more of rain by tonight, Mr. von Herr- 
mann said.

TELLS OF RECEIPTS 


Washington, 
Herbert Hoover shifted his gaze today 
from the important eastern sector to 
survey the political horizon in central, 
western and southern border states. 

In a series of conferences with re- 
publicens from Ohio, Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee and the farming states west of 
the Mississippi the presidential nomi- 
nee received reports of changes in the 
political situation that have occurred 


since he journeyed to Washington 
from the Vacific coast more than a 
week ago. 

Report of Treasurer. 

At the same timé he rezeived a re- 
port from J. R. Nutt, of Cleveland, 
treasurer of the republican national 
committee, revealing that that organi- 
zation had collected a total of $560,- 
039 during the month of August and 
had expended $263,899. This brought 
the total expenditures of the commit- 
tee on August 31 to $312,216 and col- 
Jections to S658,418, 

Senator Smith W. Bookhart, of 
Towa, one of those who brought him 
news from the west, went over the 
general situation with the nominee 
and discussed again with him the 
problem cf farm relief. The senator 
said that on the whole the situation 
in the west was looking even brighter 
as the campaign moved forward. 

“Hoover proposes to make the re- 
publican party platform on farm re- 
lief effective,” the lowa senator de- 
clared after the conference, “and he 
knows how to do it. He already has 
handled ten billion dollars’ worth of 
surplus farm products and during that 
period the farmers were more prosper- 
ous than they have been in years.” 

Davis Makes Report. 

An optimistic report of the western 
Situation came to Hoover from Secre- 
tary of War Davis, who, returning to 
Washington from a trip to Hawaii, 
said that since the delivery of the ac- 


tial candidates there had been a 
ticeable swing to Hoover in the west. 

An urgent invitation to the candi- 
date to make his soythern speech at 
some point in Tennessee was extended 
by Representative J. Will Taylor, of 
that state. Taylor asserted that if 
the address was delivered at some 
point on the Tennessee border line the 
nominee would be heard by voters 
trom the adjoining states of Alabama, 
Georgia, North Carolina and Ken- 
tucky. 

The Tennessee representative pre- 
dicted that his state would go to 
Hoover by a majority more than 
double that reeorded for Harding 
1920, declaring that the republican 
organization in the state was funce- 
tioning harmoniously and that there 
had been a decided break in the demo- 
eratic ranks.

A. G. Powell, one of the most emi- 
nent jurists and practitioners of Geor- 
gia, himself a Baptist. No possible 
means of safeguarding every interest 
of the board is being overlooked.

Carnes’ Finance Scheme. 


That Carnes was a wizard at 
finance is proven by the elaborate 
and skilled scheme he employed to 
obtain the sums of money. The 
groundwork of this scheme was the 
permission given him regularly by the 
board to sign notes for the board with- 
out the signature of any other officer. 

With this power Carnes was at per- 
fect liberty to proceed with his clever 
but highly dangerous scheme. He ne- 
gotiated many notes in regular fash- 
ion, recording them on the books, but 
others were converted to his use. It 
was the last loans which he negotiat- 
ed without record which constitute 
the huge shortage. 

The secret correspondence file re- 
veals that Carnes “‘literally peddled” 
the notes out to more than 150 south- 
ern banks. canvassing these institu- 
tions regularly with inquiries as to 
whether they could handle the board's 
notes, 

Not even his secretary knew of the 
so careful 
was Carnes in this scheme. The as- 
tounding danger of the plan was off- 
set only by Carnes’ wizardry at fig- 
ures and his ability to juggle finances. 


How Plan Worked. 


The plan worked as follows: 

Carnes would borrow $25,000 from 
a bank in another state, giving the 
board’s simple note as security, signed 
by “C. S. Carnes, treasurer.” He 
would leave on deposit in the bank 
some sum such as 85,000 and collect 
the $20,000 balance. When the note 
became due at the end of 90 days he 
would request a renewal, directing 
the bank to deduct the interest from 
the amount on deposit there to the 
hoard’s account. This proved satis- 
factory to most of the banks, and the 
process was continued from time to 


time. When for any reason a bank 
declined to renew the note he 
borrow from some other bank and 
take up the matured note, almost al- 
ways making the new loan for a 
'larger amount than the original obli- 


According to revelations of the se- 
eret file, this process went on for 
more than three years. and all details 
of the “under-cover” loans were 
handled from his private office in the 
Healey building. He handled each 
note promptly and regularly so that 
of his transactions should 
eome to the ears of any other board 
official.

It 
has served him in good stead to 
win two LJBritish open titles, 
Here's his recipe: 

Suppose his approaeh demanded 
a No, 2 iron under normal condi- 
tions such as no wind would bring 
about. Now suppose a_ strong 
wind is blowing from the green 
toward him. Bobby then uses a 
No. 1 iron and lets down a bit in 
power. A ball so hit for some 
reason or other bores into a head 
wind, 

With the wind behind him 
such a shot he would use 
mashie-iron (he carries no No. 3), 
and be wallops it for keeps. <A 
hard hit ball with the wind back 
of it seem to pick up elevation. 
That carries it farther and tends 
to add stop at the finish. Good 
points to bear in mind when the 
wind worries you.

Michel, Lone 
Survivor,Quits 


$25,000 Swim 


Frenchman Taken From Wa- 
ter at 12-Mile Post in 
Lake Ontario. 


Toronto, Ont., September 5.— 
(United News.)—The icy waters of 
Lake Ontario proved too severe today 
for the <30 odd contestants who en- 
tered the $35,000 Wrigley swimming 
marathon and all of them were forced 
to give up their efforts to complete 
the swim. 

Georges Michel, 18-year-old Freneh- 
man, was the last of the swimmers to 
quit, being taken out of the water at 
10:17 p. m. 

Of all the eager swimmers, among 
the best of many nation, who enter- 
ed the water this morning in the hope 
of winning the $20,000 first prize, 
Michel was the only one left tonight 
and he made a brave attempt to fin- 
ish the race in the darkness. 

Officials of the ‘race announced 
shortly before Michel was taken from 
the water that no prizes would be 
awarded if none of the swimmers 
reached the finish line. 

Handlers Satisfied. 

Michel's handlers said they were 
satisfied with his showing when he 
succeeded in passing at about 9:30 
p. m., the mark at which Ernest 
Vierkotter, the giant German swim- 
mer, was forced to abandon the swim. 
Vierkxotter, winner of last year’s race, 
was leading the field at about 7 p. 
m., When he was. taken from the 
water frozen through and through. He 
was still under doctors’ care at 10:30 
tonight. 

Michel had covered 121-2 miles of 
the 15-mile course when he was 
forced to give up and permit his han- 
dlers to drag him into the launch 
which accompanied him throughout 
the evening. 

Before submitting to being pulled 
out, however, Michel asked through 
lips that were numbed with the in- 
tense cold: 

“Have I beaten the German?” 

When his handlers advised him that 
he had surpassed the mark of Vier- 
kotter, Michel's strong overhand 
stroke came to a rest, he rolled over 
on his back, and permitted his aides 
to lift him from the icy water. 

Elwood Hughes, official in charge 
of the swim, refused to indieate 
whether any ot the $35,000 in prize 
money would be paid, since none of 
the swimmers completed the course. 


| Hfe confirmed and made official, how- 


ever, the fact that Michel had sur- 
passed all the other swimmers in total 
distance as well as in elapsed time 
in the water. 

Taken to Hospital. 

Twenty minutes after leaving the 
water Michel was carried into the 
hospital station and a corps of doe- 
tors at once started on the work of 
reviving him. ‘They said, after a few 
minutes, however, that he was in far 
better shape than many of those who 
dropped out of the race earlier. 

Vierkotter, the giant German baker, 
who was Michel's chief rival in the 
race, was In a particularly bad phys- 
ical condition when taken from the 
water shortly after dusk. Doctors la- 
bored over him for several hours, but 
at 10:45 p. m. they announced he waa 
to walk unassisted. from’ 
the hospital station.
